morning the once powerful and vigor­ 
ous mind and body gave up their con­ 
flict »iili disease and the fram e which 
i"i- n-atly seven m onths p ast has been 
racked with pain w as freed from its 
sufferings 
by death. 
The 
death of 
Judge Severy cam e as a surprise to 
neatly every one in the city. 
It w as 
known am ong his associates that ho 
was confined to h is home, but very few 
knew of the seriousness of his condi­ 
tion. 
Death w as brought about by a 
complication of diseases. 
It w as Aug. 
8 last when Judge Severy left his o f­ 
fice In the B ank building for his bed 
of sickness and sin ce th at day he has 
been out of the house but tw ice, both 
titiK's having been driven. 
Judge S ev­ 
ery w as 61 years old and the various 
diseases 
told on his 
physical fram e, 
which gradually w eakened under the 
strain and at last succum bed. 
H e w as 
troubled particularly at the last by his 
rheumatism. 


.ludge Severy lea v es a daughter, M iss 
fn o v jp y n Severy, to mourn his loss, 
and the sym p ath y of the com m unity 
Is extended to her.

The late Judge Severy w as born in 
Imxfield.

H e graduated from that in stitu ­ 
tion and began the practice of m edicine 
In Farm ington, F ranklin county, M aine. 
He w as a very su ccessfu l practitioner, 
out the life of a physician w as too 
great a strain upon him and h is-health 
broke down. 
H e 
resigned 
m edicine 
and took up the law , in w hich he soon 
b"came excep tionally w ell versed, and 
"as, after a short practice, appointed 
probate 
judge for Franklin 
county, 
Maine. 
H is legal practice becam e very 
extensive and threatened to underm ine 
bis health again, so th at he decided to 
'ome to Colorado. 
IJe first cam e to 
'bis city in 
1881 and 
a year 
later 
brought his w ife and daughter out here 
o make their hom e. 
Mrs. Severy died 
in this city som e years ago.

Judge Severy w as not very prom i­ 
nent in the social life of the com m un­ 
ity during his health. He w as a member 
of the F irst Congregational church in 
this city and served that church tw o 
term s in the capactty of treasurer.

w as a Mason of high standing, being 
a m em ber of Kl Paso lodge No. 13 A. 
F. and A. M., Colorado Springs chapter 
No. 6,

bud Council No. 8 R. and S. M. 
He 
w as also n m em ber of ttie grand eom - 
m andery of K nights Tem plars of Colo­ 
rado and w as a noble of the M ystic 
Shrine. 
The M asonic fraternity of this 
city w ill participate in the funeral ser­ 
vices. 


Judge Severy w as a quiet man. 
He 
did not force him self to public attention 
but he w as well known and well liked.

him, speaks h igh ly of 
his

Rev. George N. Marcien, treas­

h e P latt resolution recently passed by congress as 
an am endm ent to the arm y bill, provides in the 
first place th at Cuba shall not im pair its inde­ 
pendence by treaty with any foreign power, nor 
perm it such power to obtain lodgm ent or control there by 
colonization or for m ilitary or naval purposes. 
Will those who believe that 
the 
P latt 
resohition 
should not have been passed, assert th at Cuba shoiil.l bo 
left free to do these things, or that if they were done, it 
would not be the duty of the United States to take action 
to protect our interests against such a foreign power? 
The resolution next provides th a t the governm ent of 
Cuba shall not contract any debt upon which it cannot 
pay the interest out of the ordinary revenues of the 
government. 
Will the opponents of the adm inistration policy con­ 
tend that the United States should allow the island to 
be foreclosed by foreign bondholders and its custom s and 
other revenues pass into foreign control? 
If not. is it 
wiser to take the preventive step now. 
or 
after 
the 
European money lenders have the the island bound fast 
In their liens? 
The resolution declares that the United States may 
intervene to preserve Cuban independence, to insure free 
governm ent and to discharge the obligations imposed on 
us by the treaty of Paris. 
Would not the United Stales do these things anyhow, 
resolution or no resolution? We intervened to correct the 
abuses of Spanish governm ent. 
We are bound, under 
the Monroe doctrine, to assure Cuban independence. 
The 
form al recognition of our obligation unaer the treaty of 
Paris does not m ake that duly more binding. 
The acts of the American inililaiy gü^eriimeaL are 
confirmed anti w ill be m aintained. 
That is w hat is done at every transfer of sovereignty. 
It is w hat Spain required of the United States when we 
assum ed the tem porary authority of the island, and it is 
essential to the protection of vested rights of alj kinds. 
This part of the resolution in no wise increases Cuba's 
obligation under international law. 
The sanitation of the island is demanded. 
It is essential to the safely of American cities. 
Do 
th e opponents of the resolution believe th a t pest holes 
ought to be m aintained at H avana. Santiago and else­ 
w here? 
Does Cuban independence neces.sarily imply the 
rig h t to breed and distribute yellow fever? 
The resolution declares that the Isle of Pines is not 
to be included in the constitutional boundaries of the 
Cuban republic. 
It w'as not included as a part of Cuba in the peace 
tre aty w ith Spain. 
Some of the opponents of the reso­ 
lution said that it should be given to Cuba w ithout ques­ 
tion; others, th a t it should be 
appropriated 
by 
the 
U nited States as a m atter of course. 
The resolution says 
th a t its title shall be adjusted by treaty. 
The resolution requires a prom ise from the Cubans to 
sell or lease to the United States coaling or naval sta­ 
tions as agreed upon with the president of the United 
States, to enable us to protect them and their independ­ 
ence, and for our own national defense. 
If the United States is to be the protector of Cuba, 
and our own interests demand that we shall be, then it 
is rig h t and reasonable that the cuuditions shall be such 
as to make our position secure. 
And finally the resolution requires that these prom ­ 
ises be given the sanctity of a form al and perm anent 
treaty . 
The demand is entirely reasonable. 
H ere, then, is the plain issue: 
Sense against sentim ent. 
On the one hand are those who demand th a t the Tel­ 
ler pledge of independence shall be so interpreted as lo 
cu t Cuba aloof from all restraint; that the Monroe doc­ 
trin e shall be conveniently overlooked until such time 
as there arises a need for its enforcem ent; th at our ob­ 
ligations under the treaty of Paris shall be left to the 
g o o i pleasure of the Cubans, and that the United Stales 
Bhalf sacrifice its own interests for a sentim ental scruple. 
It is no wonder that under such circum stances Demo­ 
cratic opposition in congress broke down and went to 
pieces, and the senators refused to become the instru­ 
m ents of factious opposition to the passage of the resolu­ 
tion. 
The principles of the Monroe doctrine, the Teller 
resolution, and the treaty of Paris, lead inevitably to the 
conclusions th a t w ere expressed in unm istakable term s 
in the P latt resolution. T h at resolution does not dlm lnisu 
or restrict Cuban Independence; it justifies and strength­ 
ens and supports it. 
It establishes no new conditions, 
b u t it sets forth the conditions that already exist in 
Buch term s as cannot be m istaken either by the Cubans 
or th e foreign powers, and it gives to the United Slates 
in a very m oderate degree the facility to perform the ob­ 
ligations we have assumed. 
The sensible view ând not the sentim ental one is 
th a t which will find general acceptance am ong the people 
of th e U nited States, and which we hope, for their sakes 
as w ell as ours, w ill commend itself to the people of Cuba. |

Two inconsistent civilizations ex­ 
isted there and were the cause of constant friction. 
The 
principles and purposes of the Boers w ere irreconcilable 
w ith those of the British, and the tim e came when, in the 
opinion of the British governm ent, the situation was no 
longer tolerable. 
Any perm anent settlem ent of the war, 
therefore, must he one that will establish th e future of 
South A frica upon British as opposed to Boer principles. 
The more Immediate cause of the w ar was the claim 
of the Boers to a greater m easure of independence than 
the B ritish were w illing to allow. The Boers claim ed the 
right to make foreign treaties, the B ritish claim ed the 
right not only to supervise the foreign affairs of the Boer 
republics, hut also to intervene in th eir domestic concerns 
when necessary for the welfare of B ritish citizens or the 
protection of general British interests. 
From the British 
view therefore the settlem ent m ust be one th at will guar­ 
antee the results th a t G reat B ritain has been fighting for. 
She cannot consent that the independence o f the republics 
shall be subjected lo arbitration because that is the very 
core of the contest. 
If, however, the Boers are ready to adm it th at theirs 
i;. a lüal caune, then it should be E ngland’s policy to make 
the settlem ont as easy and lenient as is possible. 
There 
shotild bo neither proscription nor banishm ent. The Boers 
should freely receive am nesty and w hatever assistance 
can bo given them tow ards re-establishing the peaceful 
industries of the Orange River and T ransvaal provinces. 
It is not lo G reat B ritain's interest th a t the Boers should 
be driven as exiles to other lands or th a t they should re­ 
main in their native country as m alcontents and guerrillas. 
Our own experience after the war of the great rebellion 
points to the only plan of perm anent reconstruction. The 
foundation of the South African nation m ust be laid 
in 
iinlt.v and tolerance. The result of the present w ar is th at 
the development of that nation shall be upon B ritish and 
not upon Boer lines, but that point having been decided, 
Boers as well as I3ritish should contribute tow ards the fu­ 
ture, and every opportunity should be given them to do so. 


an am endm ent to the C onstitution of the U nited States, 
which am endm ent shall provide for the election of United 
States senators by direct vóto of the people. 
Reference to this m atter has already been made in

T IS SAID in P retoria in Boer circles th a t the leaders 
of the burghers in the field will surrender, w ith a 
m ajority of their followers, if assured of am nesty 
and assistance in starting life afresh, and if a free 
pardon is granted to the rebels. 
If such a feeling is general am ong the Boer leaders 
there ought to be no hesitation on the p art of th e B ritish 
authorities in accepting surrender on these term s. 
A great deal of m isunderstanding in regard to the 
term s upon which peace m ay be concludea w ill be avoided 
if the subject upon which the w ar w as waged is rem em ­ 
bered.

HERE IS A sudden squall in the diplom atic sky 
arising from the evident intention of R ussia to 
insist tipon a perm anent occupation of the Chi­ 
nese territory of M anchuria, and the disposition 
of the United States, G reat B ritain and Japan to insist 
tbat the policy of no territorial acquisition shall apply to 
M anchuria as well as lo the Chinese provinces. 
II will be news to some persons who are well read in 
current topics that the Russian dom ination of M anchtirla 
is not adm itted by the powers. M anchuria lies to the north 
of China proper, its point extending to the gulf of Pe-chi-li, 
between China and Korea, and Including several seaports, 
of which Niu-chwang is probably the m ost im portant. 
It 
extends northw ard as far as the Amur river and is bound­ 
ed on the east i)y Korea and the Russian m aritim e region, 
and on the west by the territory of Mongolia, the bounda­ 
ries ijeing indefinite. 
The capital of the territory is the 
(ity of -Mukden. 
The chief im portance of M anchuria lies 
in the fact th at it offers an opening for an ice free harbor 
for the eastern end of the Trans-Siberian railroad, and 
even before the outbreak of the Boxer troubles in China 
it seemed lo be evident that Russian influence was firmly 
estalillshed in M anchuria, enough so in fact to w arrant 
tbe consideration of it as Russian rath er than Chinese ter­ 
ritory. 
-According lo the dispatch printed in these columns 
yesterday m orning G reat B ritain is not disposed to con­ 
cede M anchuria as perm anently under Rtissian control, 
and our own governm ent is disposed to take the sam e view 
of the situation. There is certainly no reason why Russia 
should be pertnitled at the present tim e to secure privil­ 
eges th a t are denied to the other powers, and it is evi­ 
dent that if tlie Russians are allowed to annex M an­ 
churia it will be difficult to avoid corresponding territo rial 
extension of other powers. 
But, on the other hand, the 
title of Russia to M anchuria is not greatly different from 
th at of Germany to Kiao-chau or of F rance to Tong-king. 
The situation is a complex one, and it is very diffi­ 
cult for any one outside of the inner circles of diplomacy 
to form a correct opinion of w hat the course of our own 
nation ought lo be In the m atter. 
But, w hile believing 
that our governm ent will continue to aot for the best in­ 
terests, every American will hope th a t no com plication 
in China will force us into a w ar w ith any power. 
It is 
not likely th a t this will happen. 
A firm stand by G reat 
B ritain, the United States and Japan for Chinese Integrity 
and the open door will probably result in the acquiescence 
of R ussia and Germ any w ithout any hostile encounter. 
The general opinion in the United States will be th at 
the whole of China is not w orth the cost in money and 
life of a w ar w ith Russia; but if the hostile lines are 
draw n, then in the field as well as in the halls of diplo­ 
macy, our interests will lie in m aintaining the integrity of 
China and neutral m arkets in M anchuria as well as in 
China proper. 


HE abilities of Senator Frye of M aine have been 
fittingly recognized by his colleagues in the sen­ 
ate by his re-eleotion to the position of president 
pro tem.

OLOR.'^DO SPRINGS people feel rath er kindly to ­ 
ward Nicola Tesla because his greatest discovery 
or invention eventuated in this city. 
if there arc people la M ars, they certainly 
showed most excellent taste in choosing Colorado Springs 
as the particular, point on the earth s surface w ith which 
lo open com m unications. 
In tact, we may feel assured 
that if the m ystical ”One—two—three,” which Tesla says 
may have been im pulsed from Mars, could be translated 
from the planetary code, it w'ould read “ How is the 
w eather in Colorado Springs?” or som ething equally local­ 
ized. 
U nfortunately other cities and other scientists do not 
feel, this sam e consideration tow ards Mr. Tesla. 
P ro­ 
fessor H olden, for instance, form erly director of the Lick 
observatory, in a current magazine, says; 


“Mr. N icola Tesla has announced th a t he is ‘alm ost 
confident’ th a t certain disturbances of his apparatus arise 
from electric signals received from some source beyond 
the earth. 
They do not come from the sun, he says; 
hence they m ust be of planetary origin, he thinks; prob­ 
ably from Mars, he guesses. It is a rule of sound philoso­ 
phizing lo exam ine all probable causes for an unexplained 
phenom enon before Invoking im probable ones. 
Every ex­ 
perim enter will say th a t it is 'alm ost’ certain th a t Mr. 
Tesla has made an error and th a t the disturbances in 
question come from currents in our air or in the earth. 
How can any one possibly know' th a t unexplained cur­ 
rents do not come from the sun’? The physics of the sun 
is all but unknow n as yet. 
A t any rate, why call the 
eurrent-R 'plan etary ’ If one is not quite certain? 
Why 
fasten the disturbances of Mr. Tesla’s Instrum ent on 
M ars? 
Are there no comets th a t will serve the purpose? 
May not the instrum ents have been disturbed by the 
G reat Bear—or the M ilky W ay—or the Zodiacal light? 
"There is alw ays a possibility th a t g reat discoveries, 
in M ars and elsewhere, are at hand. 
The trium phs of 
the science of the past century are strik in g proof. 
But 
there is alw ays a strong probability th a t new phenom ena 
are explicable by old laws. 
U ntil Mr. Tesla has shown 
his apparatus to other experim enters 
and 
convinced 
them as well as him self, it may safely be taken for g ran t­ 
ed th a t his signals do not come from M ars.” 


As a scientific guesser Professor H olden Is not up to 
the Tesla Colorado Springs altitude. Mr. 'Holden believes 
in little or no w ater in M ars, a tem perature far below 
th e freezing point, little or no air, polar caps composed of 
frozen carbon dioxide, and ‘‘canals” th a t are in reality 
long cracks or crevasses in the planet's outer crust. 
Frankly, we prefer the Tesla guess to th a t of Holden. 
It Is a good rule in Inventlonal science, ‘‘W hen you’re go­ 
ing to tell one, tell a good one,” and men have become 
great by observing th e rule. 
Tbe man In the moon Is gone and even H. G. W ells 
cannot bring him back, but w'e refuse to give up Mars. 
If the selection of Colorado Springs, as a point of superior 
knowledge w here M artian signals would be moet likely to 
be noticed and understood, is not 
a sign of 
superior 
Intelligence, w hat m ore could be expected? 
For the present, we stand by Tesla, and we have no 
doubt th a t ere long he will not only catch the repetition 
of his one-tw o-three message, but th at he will be able 
to announce to the M artians the quotations and sales of 
the Colorado Springs m ining stock exchange.

General M acA rthur has ■ made, an 
elaborate report on the.deportation of 
Rice, the M anila editor who refused to

Philippines. It gives facts which cer­ 
tainly justify any m ilitary commander 
in the action taken, but it does not 
state, as it cannot argue the point, w’hy 
a m ilitary com mander will notice In 
M anila accusations which he would 
not, for instance, in New Orleans, were 
a state of Insurrection to be re-created 
there. 
This was well stated by Secretary 
Long, when he said a couple of years 
ago about the original “antl-lm perlal- 
Isls’ ” railings and their exclusion from 
tho Philippine m arts; 
"They will do

THE STORAGE OF WATER 


(By A. L. Fellows.) 
By far the greater p a rt of fhe state of Colorado has now reached the point 
where the problem of the storage of w'ater has become of im m ediate aad prees- 
ing importance. H ardly a locality can be found th a t is not more or less incli- 
rectly interested In the question, for even If it is not in an agricultural region, 
or even if it is upon stream s where there Is an apparent abundance of water, 
it is. In the one case, it m ay be through the cost of agricultural products or 
through the necessity for the conservation of w ater for the development of 
power. Indirectly interested, and in the other case It Is more than probable 
th a t it will not be m any years before the normal flow will be entirely used for 
direct Irrigation, .so th a t It is only good business policy to be looking out for 
the future needs of the community. 
F or example, we say that there Is an 
abundance of w ater in the Gunnison: but all are convinced, even granting that 
there are one thousand or more cubic feet per second in the river, th a t it will 
be, relatively speaking, not very m any years before all of this w ater will br- 
needed for the irrigation of the lands of the mesas along Its course and for tho 
fertile plains of the Uncompahgre valley. 
Moreover, m any of the tributaries 
of tl\e Gunnison were already short of w ater during a considerable portion or 
every irrigation seas.on. 
The same m ay be said of the G rand, of the W hite 
and of the Yampa. 
It will not be so very m any years in any of these cases 
before more than the normal flow will be required for direct irrigation, and 
upon them all m any of the tributaries are already insufficiently supplied and 
storage is practiced to a greater or less extent, and will be made use of mor.' 
and more as time goes on. 
Some of the stream s of the state, even where there is but little Irrigation, 
furnish an Insufficient supply for the development of the power required, and 
w ater rights for power purposes are more and m ore in demand. 
Such is tbe 
case on the San Miguel river and other stream s in the western p art of Uie s-late. 
But In spite of the self evidence of the proposition th a t every Individual 
in the state is interested in the conservation of our w ater supply to its great­ 
est possible extent, there is a woeful apathy to the wholesale destruction of 
our forests, which are. after all, our best regulators of flow, a fact easy of dem­ 
onstration. Communities seem to take pride In denuding as rapidly as possible 
cur forest areas, even those that are highest up on the stream s w here the tim ­ 
ber is most needed. 
And this Is done, too, w ithout reference to the reforesta­ 
tion, but apparently w ith the intention of clearing the land in such a way that 
trees shall never grow there again. Large and sm all trees are cut Indiscrimi­ 
nately, and the branches are left lying about In such a way as to Invite fores! 
fires, and thus destroy even the im dergrow th. 
Furtherm ore, there seems to bo tho utm ost Indifference to forest fires and 
their results. 
When, not only communities, but Individuals, realize th a t each 
and every person is Interested in the prevention of the w anton destruction of 
forests, that It meatis loss of dollars to his pocket and worry to his life, it tli ‘ 
tim ber is ruthlessly destroyed, then there will be no more conviction for fire 
setting and less loss. 
Many of our rivers are already changing from perennial 
stream s to torrential w ater course.s, and w hat this m eans to his w ater right 
every farm er knows. 
Still, much m ay be done in the way of storing water, even under the most 
adverse conditions. 
Even where there are no large reservoir sites, series of 
small ones may serve the purpose, the high w aters of the early sum m er may 
be conserved for use in low stages and the flow be equalized. A notable exam- 
))le of this may be found upon Surface creek, In the w estern part of the state. 
The use of larger reservoirs for storage m ay be soon at its best upon the Cache 
la Poudre, the Big Thompson and upon the A rkansas, where millions of dol­ 
lars are annually being saved through the gains In crops. 
The ITnited States geological survey is dev'otlng as much attention as is 
possible to the investigation of possibilities of storage and the discharge of 
stream s. The officers of the hydrographic division are glad and anxiovis to havi“ 
inform ation concerning such storage, and. whenever circum stances will permit, 
tn Invpstlg-atp and Jidvfse 
Any infni*n)ation nr requests should be sent to ‘‘Hv- 
orograpber," United States Geological Survey, Denver, Colorado, or W ashing­ 
ton, D. C.. and will receive Immediate attention If possible. 
A nother thing greatly needed is the compilation of statistics concerning thn 
use and value of reservoirs and of Irrigation in general. M''ater commi-ssloners 
and superintendents of canals should co-operate by compiling all the information 
possible concerning crops raised and w ater used, and forward the same to su­ 
perintendents of the divisions in which they are located, or directly to the stale 
engineer at Denver. Few people realize how’ great a dem and there Is for infor­ 
m ation of this character from eastern parties, and all who assist in educating 
the people of the nation as a whole upon the Irrigation problem may rest as­ 
sured that they will be advancing not only their own interests, but the well 
being of their country.

One of the great questions absorb­ 
ing the m inds of Colorado people 
at 
the present time is the question of 
storing w ater for use on arid and oth­ 
er land not sufficiently w atered for the 
successful 
cultivation 
of the 
same. 
H ardly a locality can be found th a t is 
not directly or Indirectly Interested in 
the question, for even If it is not an 
agrlciU turai region, or even If it Is up­ 
on stream s where there Is apparently 
abundance of w ater. It Is, In the one 
case, It m ay be throughh the £ost of 
agricultural products or through the 
necessity for the conservation of w ater 
for the development of power, indirect­ 
ly Interested, and in the other case It 
is more than probable th a t it will not 
be m any years before the norm al flow 
will be entirely used for Irrigation, so 
th a t It Is only good business policy to 
be looking out for the future needs of 
the community. 
F or example, we say the»e Is plenty 
of W’ate r In the Gunnison; b u t all are 
convinced, even granting th a t there are 
a thousand or more cubic feet per sec­ 
ond in the river, th a t It will be, rela­ 
tively speaking, not m any years before 
all this w ater will be needed for Irri­ 
gation of the lands along the mesas 
and the Uncompahgre valley. Some of 
the stream s of the sta.te, even where 
there is but little Irrigation, furnish an

power 
required, 
and 
water 
rights for power purposes are more and 
more In demand. 
Such is the case on

Caused Shock in the City. 


The news today that there seemed 
to be little If any hope for recovery 
came as a shock to the neighbors and 
friends of the general, although they 
knew hfe was a very sick man. They 
recalled that It was less than a week, 
since.they had seen bis familiar form 
In the street. They seldqm saw him In 
street cars, for he never rode In good 
weather. Twice and sometimes oftener 
a day, he Walked from his home down 
town and back, and of evenings he 
liked nothing better than to hunt up 
a friend and stroll over the northern 
part of -the city. 
The sudden Illness of the general 
recalled to the public that he had been 
seen In public more this winter than 
for many years, and It was remem- 
bered-, too, that he never appeared so 
willing to discuss subjects of general 
Interest. On New Year day he made 
a notable address at the dedication ot 
the Columbia club building, and since 
that time has been conspicuously In 
the public mind-by reason of-things 
he has been saying In a series of arti- 
cles In the North American Review. 
General 
Harrison 
was In perfect 
health last Wednesday, and contrary to 
common report was not suffering from 
a cold or from Illness of any sort. He 
was In full possession of the vitality 
and vigor 
which have characterized 


these later years of his life to a re-' 
markable extent, 
Wednesday morning at 10 o'clock he 
went down town to the law office of 
Miller & Lamb, where he remained for 
about an hour and a half talking with 
several friends. 
He walked all the 
distance to get the benefit of the ex- 
ercise. 
He returned from his walk 
without even feeling fatigued and in 
the evening went to a neighbor's to 
make a short call. He then came home

with Intercostal neuralgia.

his condition was serious but not such 
as to cause particular alarm. Sunday, 
for the first time, the physicians began 
to have fears for the recovery of the 
patient, but said little to -the public 
about the seriousness of General Har- 
rison's condition. . 
The next day it was announced to the 


public that the Illness was more alarm- 
ing than was at first supposed, and 
that there was danger that the general 
would never recover from tho attack. 
Since Monday his condition has grad- 
ually grown worse.

Williams' children are reported to be 
dying.

The property loss in Wills Point is 
estimated at 175,000, and in Van Zandt 
and surrounding country districts at 
J100.000. 


The storm section extends Into Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana and up the Mississip- 
pi valley nearly to Memphis, which re- 
gion is almost without' wire or rail. 
Telegraph companies are finding It 
difficult to gather details of the storm, 
bi|t enough is known on which to base 
these estimates of property losses ap- 
proximating $1,000,000 to the southeast- 
ern farming and other Interests, and at 
least a score of persons dead. 
The storm at New Boston was not

Celebrated in New York Under Aus- 


pices of Clan Na Gael— Mayor 


of Limerick Present. 


New York, March 10.—The 133rd an. 


rilversary of the birth of RObert Em- 
mett, the Irish patriot martyr, 
was 


celebrated under the auspices of the 
Clan Na Gael tonight by a concert and 
mass meeting In the Academy of Mu- 
sic. The oration was delivered .by 
Mayor John Daly, of Limerick, whe 
appeared on the platform with the gold 
links of office around his neck. 
Mayor Daly, aftei1 thanking the au- 
dience in the name of the corporation 
of Limerick and the people at Ireland 
for the cordial reception given him, 
said In part: 


"You may realize the significance of 
Limerick's mayor addressing you on 
this memorable occasion when you 
learn that Jie was Invited to attend a 
meeting In honor ot the queen less than 
a year ago. 
."He did not. accept that Invitation 
because Limerick's mayor, Limerick's 
people or Limerick's corporation had 
no stomach for honoring England's 
queen.

It was 
known among his associates that he 
was confined to his home, but very few 
knew of the seriousness of his condi- 
tion. Death was brought'about by A 
complication of diseases. It was Aug. 
8 last when Judge Bevery'left his of- 
fice in the Bank building for his bed 
of sickness and since that day he has 
been out of the house but twice, both 
times having been driven. Judge Sev- 
ery was 61 years old amd the various 
diseases told on his physical frame, 
which gradually weakened under the 
strain and at last succumbed. He was 
troubled .paitloularly at the last by his 
rheumatism. 
Judge Sovery leaves a daughter, Miss 
Genevleve Severy, to mourn his loss, 
and the sympathy pf the community 
Is extended to her. • No definite ar- 
rangements have yet been made foi the 
funeral, but it,Will probably be held 
from the First Congregational church 
tomorrow ot Friday. The arrange- 
ments are waitlni until word can be 
received from a niece of the late judge, 
who- is in Boston. 


The late Judge Severy was born In 
Dixfleld, Oxford coUrity, Maine In the 
year 1840. In early life he showed a 
proclivity for medicine, and In young 
manhood took up the study of his pro- 
fession at the Harvard Medical col- 
lege. He graduated from that institu- 
tion and began the practice of medicine 
In Farmlngton, Franklin county, Maine. 
He was a very successful practitioner, 
but the life of a physician was too 
great a strain upon him and hls'health 
broke down. 
He resigned medicine 


and took up the Jaw, in which he soon 
became exceptionally well versed, and 
»as, after a short practlca, appointed 
J> abate judge for Franklin 
county, 
Maine His legal practice became very 
^tensive and threatened to undermine 
his health again, so that he decided to 
c.?™e to Colorado. 
He 'first came to 
this city in 1?81 and * a year later 
"fought hm wife and daughter out here 
0 niake their home. Mrs. Severy died 
in this city some years ago. 


Judge Severy'B first legal work here 
»as In connection with the affairs of 
F°'oraa° college. In which he" repre- 
sented tho eastern friends of the Instl- 
tu'ion and helped place tfie college on 
s present,sonnd basis.

Severy 


In 1S86 Judge Sever-y was the candi- 
date of the Republican party for the' 
county Judgeshlp and Avon the election. 
He to'ok h(s seat on the county bench 
the next January and served the term' 
of three" years,- at the conclusion of 
which he was' re-elected to the position. 
His second term expired In 1893, and 
he was succeeded by Judge Ira Harris, 
late judge of ;the. district court. In the 
fall of 1895 he was.again elected to the 
county bench and served the full term, 
being succeeded by Judge Cunningham, 
now judge of the district court. During 
his three terms on the bench Judge 
Beve'rjr commanded the respect of all 
the members of the bar. His pro- 
ficiency in' probate matters was espe- 
cially noticeable during'his presiding 
over the county vourt. At tho conclusion 
of his last term he opened offices In the 
! Bank building, sharing the quarters of 
Judge W C. Roblnsnn. His was largely 
an office practice and he was ^sought 
after particularly In probate matter's. 
Before His first election 'to the countv 
bench Judge Severy was appointed 
United States commissioner lor' this' 
district and was reappolnted to that 
position after his last term on the 
bench. He held the position at the 
time of his death 


Judge Severy was not very promi- 
nent In the social life of the commun- 
ity during his health.' He was a member 
of the First Congregational church In 
this city and served that church two 
terms In the (,-apaclty of treasurer. He 
was a Mapori of high standing, being 
a member of Rl Paso lodge No. 13 A 
F. and A M, Coloiado Springs chapter 
No. 6, R. A. M., Pike's Peak com- 
mandory No. 6 Knights Templar, Za- 
bud Council No. 8 H. and S. M. He 
was. also n member of tfte grand com- 
mandery 'of Knights Templars of Colo- 
rado and was a noble of the Mystic 
Shrine. The Masonic fraternity of this 
city will participate in the funeral ser- 
vices. 


Judge Severy was a quiet man He 


did not force himself to public attention 
but he was well known and well liked. 
His legal associates honored him during 
his life and honor his memory now that 
he has passed away. Judge Roblpson, 
who was intimately acquainted with 
him, speaks highly of his 
personal 
character and his unswerving Integrity 
and fealty to the truth. Dr. Giegg, who 
was his pastor In this city, speaks In 
very high terms of the sterling worth 
of the life of the man who has passed 
away. Rev., George N. Marden, treas- 
urer of Colorado college, was Judge 
Severy's, pastor at Farmlngton, Me., 
and writes to the Gazette as follows: 
"His father and mother were people 
of-sterling worth. I knew them well. 
Whqn I wap pastor of the old South 
churcl} in Farmlngton, 
Judge, 
then 
Doctor, Severy was an active and In- 
fluential member of that church, and 
was held In'very high esteem."

note tho casual way in which this torm, 
"yellow journalism," now world-wide In 
use, had Its origin. 
Among nutv-spappr 
men I (Ind some •eontrovevHy, on the sub- 
ject, but the consensus of opinion l« thai 
when Mr. Arthur Brisbane, now manur- 
ing editor of the Evening Journal, sug- 
gested to Mr. Outcault, the artist, that he 
Introduce In tho Sunday World one ol 
Phil May's gutter-snipe sketches from a 
London publication, he lay the fuse thai 
was soon to be touched. Brisbane wus 
then on the Sunday World, and that pa- 
per Immediately became popular for II a 
comic supplement containing Outcault'i 
"Kid pictures." On tho Sunday that New 
York entertained -U Hums Chans, Mr. 
Outcault brought, out his tough boy, who 
had always worn a sort of night gown. In 
vivid yellow, with tho words Issuing from 
Ills mouth: "Oeo, I got a yellow shirt, 
too!" Thenceforward tho com|c prodigy 
was kept In that same colored garb. 


What had been a passing thought and 
fancy of Mr. Brisbane now developed Into 
a valuable asset to the business office ot 
the World. Accordingly, when Mr, Hearst 
bought both Mr. Brisbane and Sir.. Out- 
cault,. and they curried with them to thu 
Journal their yellow kid, bitterness reign- 
ed on Park Row. Tho damage suit for >,iii,- 
000 which the World brought against the 
Journal, I believe, was never farced to an 
Issue owing to-the terrific rush that fol- 
lowed our declaration of war against 
Spain. It wiis near the end of the wur 
when, newspaper men any, tho terra ^'yel- 
low journalism" emerged from the collo* 
qiilal mint, and the credit for Us colmme 
i» ascribed variously to Richard Harding 
Davis ana Peter F. Dunne (Mr. Doolcy). 
Of Mr. Davis it Is said that upon arriving 
In New York, after having had «omo dis- 
agreement with Mr, Hearst, ho remarked 
savagely tu Home correspondents: "Well, 
I'm done with yellow jouranllsm." Mr. 
Dunne's friends insist that he first used 
the term in one of his "Dooley" articles, 
nnd neither of thesp gentlemen has as yet 
succeeded In convincing the other ot his 
umvorlhlneaa of the claim.—(Allen San-

NO TIME TO WASTE. 


M 


ORE THAN two-thirds of the time of the Thir- 


teenth General assembly has already expired. 
The assembly has done some good work, more 
than Ha enemies expected, but much yet remains 


to ba done. 


To accomplish the tasks before it, and to satisfy the 


reasonable demands of the people will require steady ap- 
plication and the utilization of all the remaining time. 


Neither house nor senate hag time to spare for a face- 


tious discussion of "freak" measures ending with striking 
out the enacting clause for Investigations without material 
or end, or for contests over the speakershlp or lesser offi- 
ces. There are grave duties that demand attention and 
these should be decided with due deliberation and not left 
to the haste of the closing days. "The bonding of the state 
debt, the biennial appropriations, the restoration ot capi- 
tal punishment, the provision for proper representation of 
the state at the Louisiana Purchase exposition, home rule 
for Denver, a sensible anti-trust law and other measures 
of similar importance are enough to engage the time of the 
assembly from now until adjournment. 


The assembly has already shown thut it possesses 


both ability and discernment, and it should not commit 
the fatal mistake ot destroying the good impression that 
has been created by its neglect or folly In the last month 
'"of its session. 


SENSE AMD SENTIMENT IN CUBA. 


T 


HE Platt resolution recently passed by congress as 


an amendment to the army bill, provides in the 
first place that Cuba shall not impair its inde- 
pendence by treaty with any foreign power, nor 


permit such power to obtain lodgment or control there by 
colonization or for military or naval purposes. 


Will those who believe that the Platt resolution 


should not have been passed, assert that Cuba should be 
left free to do these things, or that if they were done, it 
.would not be the duty of the United States to take action 
to protect our interests against such a foreign power? 


The resolution next provides' that the government of 


Cuba shall not contract any debt upon which It cannot 
pay the interest out of the ordinary revenues of the 
government. 


Will the opponents ot the administration policy con- 


tend that the United States should allow the Island to 
be foreclosed by foreign bondholders and Its customs and 
other revenues pass into foreign control? If not, is It 
wiser to take the preventive step now, or 
after 
the 


European money lenders have the the Island bound fast 
in their Hens? 


The resolution'declares that the United States may 


intervene to preserve Cuban independence, to insure free 
government and to discharge the obligations imposed on 
us by the treaty of Paris. 


Would not the United States do these things anyhow, 


resolution or no resolution? We Intervened to correct the 
abuses of Spanish government. ' We are bound, under 
the Monroe doctrine, to assure Cuban independence. The 
formal recognition of our obligation under the treaty of 
Paris does hot make that' duty more binding. 


The acts of the American military government are 


confirmed and will be maintained. 


That is what is done at every transfer of sovereignty. 


It is wont Spain required: of the United States when we 
assumed the temporary authority of the island, and it is 
essential to the protection of vested rights of all kinds. 
This part of the resolution in no wise increases Cuba's 
obligation under intentional law. 


The sanitation of the Island is demanded. 
It is essential to the'safety of American cities. Do 


'the opponents of the resolution believe that pest holes 
ought to be maintained at Havana, Santiago and else- 
where? Does Cuban independence necessarily imply the 
fight to breed and distribute yellow fever? 


The resolution declares that the Isle of Fines is not 


to be Included in the constitutional boundaries of the 
Cuban republic. 


It was not Included as a part ot Cuba in the peace 


treaty with Spain.' Some of the opponents of the reso- 
lution said that it should be given to Cuba without ques- 
tion; others, that it should be appropriated by the 
United States as a matter of course, The resolution says 
that Us title shall he adjusted by treaty. 


The resolution requires a promise from the Cubans to 


sell or lease to the United States coaling or naval sta- 
tions as agreed upon with the president of the United 
States, to enable us to protect them and their independ- 
ence, and for our own national defense. 


If the United States is to be the protector of Cuba, 


and our own interests demand that we shall be, then it 
is right and reasonable that the conditions shall be such 
as to make our position secure. 


And finally the resolution requires that these prom- 


ises he given the sanctity ot a formal and permanent 
treaty. 


The demand Is entirely reasonable. 
Here, then, is the plain issue: 


, Sense against sentiment. 


On the one hand are those who demand that the Tel- 


ler pledge of independence shall be so interpreted as to 
cut Cuba aloof from all restraint; that the Monroe doc- 
trine shall be conveniently overlooked until such time 
as.there arises a need for its enforcement; that our ob- 
ligations under the treaty pf Paris shall be left to the 
goodL pleasure of the Cubans, and that the United States 
BhalF sacrifice its own interests for a sentimental scruple. 


It is no wonder that under such circumstances Demo- 


cratic opposition in congress broke down and went to 
pieces, and the senators refused to become the instru- 
ments of factious opposition'to the passage of the resolu- 
tion. 


: The principles of the Monroe doctrine, the Tellei 


resolution, and the treaty of Paris, lead inevitably to the 
conclusions that were expressed In unmistakable terms 
In the Platt resolution. That resolution does not dlminlsa 
or restrict Cuban independence; It Justifies and strength 
ens and supports it. It establishes no new conditions 
but it sets forth the conditions that already exist ti 
such terms as cannot be mistaken either by the Cubans 
or the foreign' powers, and it gives to the United States 
in a very moderate 'degree the facility to perform the ob 
Hgations we have assumed. 


The sensible view and not the sentimental one la 


that which will find general acceptance among the people 
of'the United States, and which we hope, tor their sakes 
as well as ours, will commend Itself to the people ot Cuba

Vfest Indies, 


TWO EXPLANATIONS. 


T 


HE REPORTS from Washington agree that In the 


closing hours of the Fifty-sixth congress, Demo- 
cratic opposition broke down almost completely. 
Administration measures, such as the Philippines 


ind Cuba amendments, were successfdil;' carried through 
it a time when earnest opposition on the part of even a 
imall number of senators would have been sufficient to 
defeat them, and It is said that Senator Allen sent a 
elegram to Mr. Bryan, who had urged the defeat of a 
ertaln measure as a means of forcing an extra session, 
'There is no longer a Democratic party In congresp." 


There are two explanations that have been suggested 


if .this peculiar condition. One Is that which has been 
nit forward from day to day with great posltiveness by 
Mr. Walter Wcllman, the Washington correspondent of 
he Chicago Times-Herald. According to Mr. Wellman 
he breaking up ot the Democracy has been accomplished 
y most extensive and open bribery of Democratic sena- 
ors and representatives. It is not charged that money 
ns been paid to them personally, but It Is alleged that 
pnointmcnts have been made, public money distributed 
nd legislative favors bestowed for the sake of influencing 
otcs upon measures that were especially desirable to 
he administration. 
According to this theory we are

heir political principles; that Senator Hoar voted for a 
measure he believed to be destructive to free government;

Such an explanation is not creditable to its Inventor, 


nd It Is not consistent with our knowledge of the char- 
cter of honorable senators who are commonly supposed 
o be honest and intelligent, even though they are not 
Republican in their politics. 


The alternative explanation IB set forth in an article 


n the Washington Star, which, for the flood of light it 


Is upon recent events and for the cheerful and whole- 


ome view It takes ot national affairs, is well worthy of 
ubllcatiori here in full. It must be a source of satlsfac- 
on to every American patriot to know that congress Is 
ot composed of the bribe-givers and the bribe-takers, but 
hat rather honest and loyal Americans ot all parties, un- 
er the leadership of one who Is trebly qualified for his 
igh position by his wisdom, his patriotism and his faith 
n the Americanism,of Americans, are able to subordinate 
heir political differences in the effort to do the best thing 
nder the circumstances for American honor and the 
road Interests 01 the whole country.

A considerable num- 
ber of the Democrats are In such a 
state of mind that they are not will- 
ing to seriously resist the administra- 
tion. Underneath this lies a lack of 
faith In opposition being right and the 
fact that general co-operation In an 
aggressive policy of opposition cannot 
be secured. A move In that direction 
receives a check at once through the 
threatened disclosure of the disintegra- 
tion that has been going on within the 
Democratic congressional organization. 
The party as a compact organization 
cannot be led Into a fight, and every at- 
tempt at such leadership has disclosed 
a lack of courage or a lack of faith In 
their awn position among Democrats, 
anu a disposition, directly or indirectly, . 
to aid the president In carrying out his 
policy. The resistance that is made Is 
either merely formal and half-hearted 
or is confined to a few Individuals who 
cannot secure support enough to make 
their efforts successful. Much of the 
public criticism of the president's pol- 
icy Is believed to be Insincere, and he 
has enough support of an 'Indirect sort 
from men who, In their hearts, believe 
that the attitude of opposition Is wrong 
to render ineffective every effort to or- 
ganize a minority party fight. 
There Is an underlying good will to-< 
ward the president within the Demo- 
bratte panty.

The president 
has shown a generosity and amiabil- 
ity toward members of the minority 
party, assuming a manner of such 
frankness toward them and readiness 
"to listen to them and to treat them In 
a non-partisan spirit, that he has suc- 
ceeded In establishing good feeling to 
an extent that may hardly be realized 
by the public, and which is effective 


• In taking the real force out of partisan 
opposition In congress, 


A tremendous effort was made by a 


few men to arouse party spirit and to 
force a relentless fight against the 
Cuban and Philippine propositions, but 
the feeling could not be found that 
would be necessary to sustain such a 
struggle. Besides the feeling of half- 
approval of the administration policy, 
there was encountered a fear to take 
the responsibility 1'or consequences that 
might follow an interference with the 
president's plans. While the minority 
might be held together fairly well for a 
merely formal opposition, this could'bo 
only with' the knowledge that It was 
not to amount to anything. 
The weakness of the party spirit that 
holds the Democrats In congress to- 
gether Is an alarming revelation to 
some of the Darty lenders. It- its real- 
4 
ized that a strong feeling ot loyalty to 
the administration and good -will to- 
ward McKlnley exists within the so- 
called opposition, and that the minor- 
ity party is so uncertain In its attitude 
that the president has only an indi- 
vidual, not an organized party opposi- 
tion In congress. This Is regarded as 
one of the greatest triumphs for any 
• 
president In many years. 


TERMS FOR THE BOERS. 


— T IS SAID in Pretoria in Boer circles that the leaders 
T 
ot the burghers In the field will surrender, -with 


_!_ 
majority of their followers, if assured • of amnesty 
and assistance in starting life afresh, ana if a fre 


pardon is granted to the rebels. 
• \ 


If such a feeling Is general among the Boer leaders 


there ought to be no hesitation on the part of the Brltla 
authorities in accepting surrender on, these terms. 


A great deal oj misunderstanding In regard to th 


terms upon which peace may be concluded will-be avoide 
It the subject upon which the war was -waged is remem 
bered. 


To state the matter in Us most fundamental form 


Briton and Boer went, to war'to deterjalne the natlonaliza 


Ion of South Africa. Two inconsistent civilizations ex- 
sted there and were the cause of constant friction. The 
principles.and purposes of the Boers .were Irreconcilable 
with those of the British, and the time came when, in the 
ipinton of the British government, the situation was no 
onger tolerable. Any permanent settlement ..of the war, 
herefore, must be one that will establish the. future of 
South Africa upon British as opposed to Boer,principles. 


The more Immediate cause of the war was the claim 


of the Boers to a greater measure of independence than 
he British were willing to allow. The Boers claimed the 
right to make foreign treaties, the British claimed the 
ight not only to supervise the foreign affaire.of the Boer 
republics, but also to intervene In their domestic concerns 
when necessary for the welfare of British citizens >or the 
protection of general British Interests. From the British 
view therefore the settlement must he one that will guar- 
ntee the results that Great Britain has been fighting for. 
She cannot consent that the independence of the republics 
hall be subjected to arbitration because that is the very 
ore of the contest. 


If, however, the Boers are ready to admit that theirs 


ci a lost cause, then It should be England's policy to make 
he settlement as easy and lenient as is'possible. There 
hould be neither proscription nor banishment. The Boers 
hould freely receive amnesty and whatever assistance 
an be given them towards re-establishing; the peaceful 
ndustrles of the Orange River and Transvaal provinces. 
t is not, to Great Britain's Interest that the, Boers-should 
be driven as exiles to other lands or that they should re- 
main In their native country as malcontents and guerrillas. 
Our own experience after the war of the great rebellion 
points to the only plan of permanent reconstruction. The 
oundatlon of the South African nation must he laid in 
unity'and tolerance. The result of the present war is that 
he development of that nation shall be upon British, and 
not upon Boer lines, but that point having been decided, 
Boers as well as British should contribute towards the fu- 
ure, and every opportunity should be given them to do so. 


RUSSIA AND MANCHURIA. 


T 


HERE IS A sudden squall in the diplomatic sky 


arising from the evident intention of .Russia, to 


' insist upon a permanent occupation ot the Chi- 


nese territory of Manchuria, and the disposition 


of the United States, Great Britain and Japan to Insist 
bat the policy of no territorial acquisition shall apply to 
tfanchuria as well as to the Chinese provinces. 


It will be news to some persons who are^ well read In 


current topics that'the Russian domination of Manchuria 
B not admitted by the powers. Manchuria lies to the north 
f China proper, its point extending to the gulf of Fe-chl-ll, 
ictween China and Korea, and including several seaports, 
if which Niu-chwang is probably the most important. 
It 


extends northward as far as the Amur river and is bound- 
ed on the east by Korea and the Russian maritime region, 
.nd on the west by the territory of Mongolia; the bounda- 
les being indefinite. The capital of the territory. Is the 
lly of Mukden. The chief importance of Manchuria lies 
n the fact that It offers an opening for an ice free harbor 
or the eastern end of the Trans-Siberian railroad; and 
even before the outbreak of the Boxer troubles In China 
t seemed to be evident that Russian influence was firmly 
established in Manchuria, enough so in fact to warrant 
he consideration of it as Russian rather than Chinese ter- 
ritory. 


According to the dispatch printed In these columns, 


r-eeterday morning Great Britain is not disposed to con- 
cede Manchuria as permanently under Russian control, 
and our own government is disposed to take the same view 
of the situation. There is certainly no reason why Russia, 
should be permitted at the present time to secure privil- 
eges 'that are denied to the other powers, and It is evi- 
dent that It the Russians are allowed to annex Man- 
churia It will be difficult to avoid corresponding territorial 
extension of other powers. But, on the other hand, the 
itle of Russia to Manchuria is not greatly different from 
hat of Germany to Klao-chau qr of France to Tong-King. 


The situation, is a complex one, and it is very diffi- 


cult for any oue outside of the Inner circles of diplomacy 
o form a correct opinion of what the course of pur own 
nation ought to he in the matter. But, while believing 
.hat our government will continue to ant for .the best in- 
:erests, every American will hope that no complication 
n China will force us into a war with any power. It is 
not likely that this will happen. A firm stand by Great 
Britain, the United States and Japan far Chinese Integrity 
and the open door will probably result in the acquiescence 
of Russia and Germany without any hostile encounter. 


The general opinion in the United States will be that 


.ho whole of China is not worth the cost in money and 
ife of a war with Russia;-but if the hostile lines are 
drawn, then'in the field as well as in the halls of diplo- 
macy, our Interests will lie in maintaining the integrity of 
China and neutral markets in Manchuria aa .well as in 
China proper.

sentatives v of Pennsylvania requesting 
congress to 


call a convention 
for the purpose of .proposing 


an amendment to the Constitution of the United States, 
which amendment shall provide for the election of United 
States senators by direct voWof the people. 


Reference to this matter has already ;beeh made in 


these columns with an explanation of the 
method by 


which, under the Constitution, It is possible for the state 
legislatures to overcome the opposition of the United 
States senate to the proposed change.

We recur again tu the matter now, to urge once more 


that our own legislature plate itself oh record and adopt 
at the present session a resolution similar in form to that 
passed In Pennsylvania. The concurrence of 30 states is 
necessary to secure the reform in the method proposed, 
and our own state should certainly be one of the 3D. 


THE SENATOR FROM MONTANA.

HE MONTANA LEGISLATURE had a rare oppor- 


tunity to rise above partisan prejudice and to re- 
ward a man who bad done a great service to the 
•whole country, and especially to the west, by re- 


electing Senator Carter. 


But the force of partisanship was too strong. It is, 


however, pleasant to be assured that the new senator, Mr. 
Parts Gibson, Is well qualified for the position, and not 
at all the Clark kind of a man. 


PRESIDENT FRYE OF THE SENATE. 


T 


HE! abilities of Senator Frye of Maine have been 
' fittingly recognized by his colleagues in the sen- 


ate by his re-eleotlon to the position of president 
pro tern. 


The honor Is usually an empty one, as the position 


provides merely for a substitute In case of the occasional 
absence of the vice president. But by the death ot Vice 
President Hobart, Mr. Frye became the regular presiding 
officer-of the senate, and performed the duties of that po- 
sition to the general satisfaction.

It Is a rule of sound philoso- 
phizing to examine all probable causes for an unexplained 
phenomenon before invoking Improbable ones. Every ex- 
perimenter -will say that it Is 'almost' certain that Mr. 
Tesla has made an error snd that the disturbances In 
question come from currents in our air or in the earth. 
How can any one possibly know that unexplained cur- 
rents do not come from jibe sun^ The physics of the sun 
is nil but unknown as yet. At any rate, why call the 
currents 'planetary7 if one Is not quite certain? 
Why- 


fasten the disturbances 'df Mr,-.Tesla'g instrument on 
Mars? Are there no comets that will serve the purpose? 
May not the instruments have been disturbed by the 
Great Bear—or the MllkjrnWay—or the Zodiacal light? 


"There is always a:possibility that great discoveries, 


in Mara and elsewhere, ire at hand. The triumphs of 
the science of the past century are striking proof. But 
there is always a strong probability that new phenomena 
are explicable by old laws. Until Mr. Tesla has shown 
his apparatus to other experimenters 
and 
convinced 


them as well as himself, it may safely be taken for grant- 
ed that his .signals do aot come from Mars." 


As a scientific euesser Professor Holden is not up to 


the Tesla Colorado Springs altitude. Mr. Holden believes 
In little or no -water in Mara, a temperature far below 
the freezing point, little or no air, polar caps composed of 
frozen carbon dioxide, and "canals" that are in reality 
long cracks or crevasses In the planet's outer crust. • 


Frankly, -we prefer the Tesla guess to that of Holden.

By far the greater part of the state of Colorado has now reached thi point 
where the problem of the storage o! -water has become of immediate and piess- 
ng Importance. Hardly a locality can be fbiind that Is not more or lessi Indl- 
ectiy interested in the question,. tor even If It is hot In ait. agricultural region, 
jr even if It is upon streams where there is an apparent abundance of water, 
t Is, In the one case, It may be through the cost of agricultural products or 
hrough the necessity for the conservation of -water for the development of 
ower, indirectly interested, and In the other case it is more than probable 
hat It will not be many years before'the normal flow-will be entirely used for 
direct Irrigation, so that it Is only good business policy to be looking out for 
he future needs of the community. For example, .we say. that there is an 
abundance of water in the Gunnison; but all are convinced, even granting that 
Here are one thousand or more cubic feist per secorid in the river, that-It -will 
be., relatively speaking, - not very many-years before all; of this water jvlll be 
needed for the irrigation of the lands of the niesas along Its course and for the 
ertile plains of the Tincompahgre valley. Moreover, marJjr of the tributaries 
>f the Gunnison were already short of water "during a Consiaerable portion ot 
every irrigation season. The same may be said of the Grand, of the v White 
nnd of the Yampa, It will not be so very many years in any of these cases 
before more than the normal flow will b« required for'dlrect: Irrigation, and 
upon them all many of the'tributaries are already Insufflclently supplied and 
forage Is practiced to a greater or less extent, and will ibe made .use of more 
and more as time goes on. 
Some of the streams of the state, even where there is but little Irrigation, 
urnlsh an Insufficient supply for'the development of the power required, and 
water rights for power purposes are more and more In demand. Such is the 
case on the San Miguel river and other streams In the western part, of the state. 
But In spite of'the self evidence of the.proposition that every Individual 
n the state is interested in the conservation, of our water .siipply to Its great- 
est possible extent; there Is a woeful'apathy to the wholesale destruction of 
itir forests, which are. after all, pur best regulators of flow, a faot easy of d»m- 
mstration. Communities seem to take pride in denuding as rapidly as possible 
cur forest areas, even those that are highest up on the streams where the-tim- 
ber Is most neededi And this is done, too, without reference to the reforesta- 
tion, but apparently with the intention of clearing the land in such a way that 
rees shall never «row there again. Large-and small trees" are cut indiscrimi- 
nately, and the branches are left lylns about in such a way as to invite forest 
fires, and thus destroy even the undergrowth. 
: 
".;. 
Furthermore, there seems to be tho utmost Indifference to.forest fires and 
their results. When, not only communities,, but individuals, realize that each 
and every person is Interested In the prevention of the wanton destruction of 
Crests, that It means loss of dollars to his pocket and worry to his. life. If ths 
:imber is ruthlessly *destroyefl,-then there -will be no more .conviction for flrn 
etting and less loss.- Many of our rivers are-already changing from perennial 
streams to torrential water courses, and What this irieans to his water right 
every farmer knows. 
. 
• 
, 
Still, much may be done In the -way of storing water, even under the most 
adverse conditions. Even where there are Jjo large reservoir sites, series of 
small ones may serve ,the purpose, the high waters of the early summer may 
be conserved for use in low stages and the flow be equalized. A notable exam- 
ple of this may be found upon Surface creek, in the western part: of the state. 
The use of larger reservoirs for storage may be soon at Its beat Upon the Cache 
a Poudrc. the Big Thompson and upon the Arkansas,. where millions of dol- 
ars are annually being saved through the gains In crops. 
The United States geological survey Is devoting as much attention, as Is 
possible to the investigation of possibilities of storage and,the discharge of 
streams. The officers of the hydrographlo division are glad ana anxious to have 
nformatlon concerning such storage, arid, whenever circumstances .will, permit, 
o Investigate and advise. Any information or reqjuests should be sent to ."Hy- 
drographer,1' United States Geological Survey, Denver^ Colorado, or Washlng- 
on, D. C., and will-receive immediate attention i if •possible. .

Water /commissioners 
and superintendents of canals should co-operate by compiling All the Information 
loselble concerning crops raised and'water used, and forward the same to, su- 
perintendents of the divisions in which they are located, or directly to the state 
engineer at Denver. Few people realize how great a demand there/is for'infor- 
mation of this character from eastern-parties,: and all'who assist in educating 
the people of the nation as a -whole upon the, irrigation problem, may rest as- 
sured that they will be advancing no.t only their own interests, but the well 
lelng of their country.

N THE MONTH of September, 1898, 


Colorado Springs' famous hostelry, 
the old Antlers hotel, was totally 
destroyed by fire—luckily without 


Injury to anyone.

In the month of July of the present 


year, the new Antlers Hotel will open 
Its doora to the, public, thoroughly pre- 
pared for the entertainment of guests. 
The new.,Antlers is more than twice the 
size of the former building; and—what 
is foremost in the hotel's recommenda- 
tion to the public of today—It Is abso- 
lutely fire-proof. In Its conveniences 
and 'sanitation it equals the very best 
modern hotels. 


It will be of Interest to the many 


readers of "Mountain Sunshine," both 
In the east and in Europe, and to the 
globe-trotters 
everywhere, who may 


contemplate a visit in the near future 
to Colorado Springs, to "anticipate by 
means of description, the exterior ap- 
pearance of the building, as well as its 
'interior arrangements, decorations and 
furnishings. 
Italian renaissance, In simple adapta- 


tion, has been used for the exterior de- 
sign. This has been carried out In the 
silver-gray brick and light terra cotta. 
The roof is of flat, red tile, and there is 
a free use of ornamental iron work, In 
white.; To this combination, purposely 
kept high in key, a note of rich color Is 
to be added by treating the loggias, 
which bciir on many of the facades. In 
Venetian red—as well as by the use of 
awnings In green and white, on all the 
many windows. And not the least of 
the beautifying color effects, will be 
produced by judicious introduction of 
foliage on balconies, loggias, terraces 
and piazzas. 
• At night the exterior of the new 
Antlers will be illuminated by a great 
number of electric lights set In green 
bronze fixtures. An electric display of 
small lights will be used to outline the 
two towers with their pointed lanterns. 
The illumination of the grounds and 
their adornment will he planned by a 
competent landscape gardener. 
The site on which the hotel is built, 
presents a difference in elevation be- 
tween the east and the west facades 
of 32 feet, so that there are two floors 
below the main floor, which, on the 
east or Cascade avenue side, is some 
two. feet above the street. For con- 
venience in describing the building, the 
lower'of. these two floors will be spoken 
of as the. basement, and the upper floor 
called the upper basement, although 
both of these are entirely above ground, 
the basement being one foot above the 
level of the park on the west. 
The Basement Flan. 


The level of the hotel may be entered 


from the. west through a covered arch- 
way leading directly to the passenger 
elevators, of which there are two, so 
that the guests arriving by .the Denver 
and Rio Grande. Rock Island or Mis- 
souri Pacific railways, may reach tho 
hotel by walking through a parkway, 
when they may take an elevator to the 
hotel office, two floors above. 
The.ballroom has a floor space of 50x 


85. feet,1 so arranged that It may con- 
veniently be used by hotel guests, or 
for outside entertainments. It is bo 
situated that balls, concerts or other 
amusements will in no way affect the 
general quiet of tho "hotel, since a 
court 20, feet wide is located between 
the'ball or concert-room and the hotel 
proper. A vestibule running through 
this'court connects, the ballroom with 
the hptel. The ballroom has a • floor 
space of 50x85 feet, entirely free of col- 
umns and other obstructions.tits height 
la 22 feet; the floor is polished white 
maple: the-general treatment of the 
room • is - Italian renaissance—the color 
scheme being. pale cerise and ivory. 
At the south end of this room a stage 
has been designed with dressing rooms 
and all other conveniences, BO that pri- 
vate theatricals, concerts, etc., may be 
conveniently given here, The north 
end contains ladles' and gentlemens' 
cloak rooms and lavatories, and above 
these rooms a gallery will comfortably 
Beat 1)0 .people. The ballroom la venti- 
lated liy local electric fane, as are also 
the dining room, cafe, main hall, draw- 
ing rnoma^sun room anfl wilting rooms 
—)ogate,d on,' the o£he,r floors. A large 
rpobi f of-the use pf guests is ar. 


ventilating of the hotel, and for a model 
laundry, 60x50 feet in size. 


Upper Basement Arrangements. 
On this level the new Antlers hotel 


,,vlll contain billiard rooms both for la- 
dles and gentlemen, the 
former of 


which will be fitted with two, and the 
latter with four tables, of the latest de- 
sign. The floors will be richly covered 
with Turkish carpets; the tables will he 
lighted bv canopies—the 
latest 
and 


most effective billiard-table lighting; 
comfortable lounges 
will, be placed 


around the rooms for the Convenience 
of players and oil-lookers. 


The barber's shop and gentlemen's 


lavatories are conveniently located on 
this floor. Twenty rooms of varying 
sizes from 20x30 to 14x20 feet, with bath 
rooms und lavatories, occupy the north 
and south wings of this floor, and will 
be solely reserved for sample rooms for 
commercial travelers. These are per- 
fectly lighted and many of them afford 
delightful views of the mountain range. 
The remaining portion of this floor Is 


cut off and absolutely divided from the 
portion already described, and will be 
utilized as servants' dining rooms, lav- 
atories; etc. 


The First, or Main Floor. 


From the Cascade avenue front on 
the east, through a generous porte- 
cochere and a piazza 18 by 130 feet, the 
main entrance .to the hotel IR reached. 


The main hall contains the offices, 


but this will not treated In the usual 
manner of hotel rotundas, for this office 
Is to be the general lounging room. In 
decoration and furnishing it will be 
Napoleonic empire, with a color scheme 
of empire-red,' gold and Ivory, Hand- 
some* tapestries of a style In keeping 
with this decoration will be artistically 
arranged about the walls. The furni- 
ture will be upholstered In dark green 
velvet, with draperies of the same ma- 
terial. The floor of Venetian mosaic Is 
to be covered with oriental rugs. At 
the north end of the office will be a 
large verd, antique, marble fire-place; 
at the south end Is built a gallery for 
musicians. 


The main staircase of Italian 'marble 
is located In this room, which in size Is 
63 by 90 feet. One side of the office 
can be ' opened to the main piazza 
through a succession ot French win- 
dows. Magnolias, bay trees and rub- 
ber plants will be artistically grouped 
in the office so as to form retired nooks. 
From the west, eight marble steps 
lead to a terrace or promenade, GO by 
130 feet, which Is 35 feet above tho 
Antlers park. From this promenade, 
a splendid panoramic view o'f Pike's 
Peak and the surrounding mountains 
is commanded. Tropical foliage, wick- 
er chairs and rockers and lounges will 
add to the beauty and convenience of 
this outdoor resort. 


The main dining room, 60 by 90 feet 


in size, Is to be treated in forest green 
and ivory, with Gobelin blue and gold 
draperies. The furniture for the din- 
ing hall will be of original design and 
upholstered In' Spanish leather. At 
night this room will be lighted by 
shaded electric candles set In handsome 
candalabra, placed on the tables. 
The promenade previously described 
is but a step through the-French win- 
dows, opening from the dining room. 
Adjoining this main 
refectory, 
and 
looking upon Cascade avenue, Is the 
cafe—a room 50 feat square—which.will 
be decorated In Ivory and white. The 
furniture here is in dull red leather, 
and the lighting will be Identical with 
that of the dining hall. 
Two private dining rooms are ar- 


ranged for, the walls of which will be 
In rich tapestries,.and the furniture— 
Francois le Premier—black oak and 
tapestry. Each of 'these private rooms 
will comfortably accommodate twelve 
diners. Conveniently located with re- 
gard to the cafe und dining rooms are 
two smOklng rooms; one Japanesque, 
and the other of Flemish decoration. 
The drawing room will be beautiful In 


deep rose and Ivory, the draperies of 
camel's hair cloth and gold; all the fur- 
niture will be Louis XIV, of mahogany; 
the carpets are especially woven to 
match- the wall coverings. In this 
room ,a Steinway Concert Grand piano 
will be at the disposal of guests musi- 
cally inclined 
The sun parlor,' which 


will be piuctically a palm garden, Is' 
to be fitted with .East,Indian rattan^ 
work. A writing room with tapestry 
walls and Flemish oak furniture; la- 
dles' lavatory, paicel and check room; 
telephone and telegraph 
rooms; are 
conveniently located In juxtaposition 
' i tha office. The culinary depart-

guests' apartments on the south, oc- 
cupy the remaining space of the main 
floor. 


The Upper Stories. 
The four stories above this main floor 


are conveniently arranged, and divided 
Into 210 guests' chambers, 80 of which 
have 
private connected bathrooms. 
Sixty private balconies, ten private log- 
gias and 'many other openings giving 
upon public terraces—which occur on 
most of the Moors—afford 
unrivaled 


views of Cheyenne mountain to the 
south; of Pike's Peak and the moun- 
tain range to the west and north; arid 
bird's-eye vistas of the city of Colorado 
Springs, with Its wide avenues, bor- 
dered by splendid Bbude trees. 


All of the .bedrooms are decorated 
with especially Imported, English sani- 
tary wall papers,/which may be cleaned 
with soap and water or disinfectants 
whenever desirable. These chambers, 
throughout, will be fitted with 
ma- 
hogany and wicker furniture, In color 
schemes agreeing with the mural decor- 
ations. Tho 
heating 
appliances of 


these rooms are so arranged that they 
can be easily regulated by guests to 
exactly what temperature may be de- 
sired, and proper means of ventilation 
ars provided throughout. 
The plumbing Is the most modern and 


sanitary ' procurable. Pipes of every 
kind are exposed so that no possible 
leaks can ocur without Immediate de- 
tection by the engineer. 
The plans have been carefully ar- 


ranged, so as to provide natural light- 
ing for every room In the entire struc- 
ture. 


A roof garden Is a feature of the new 
Antlers, sure to be popularly appreci- 
ated, for from It, as well as from the 
high towers,- most magnificent views of 
the surrounding scenic grandeur may 
be obtained.—(Written by Mr. Freder- 
ick J. Sterner, supervising architect for 
the Antlers hotel.

A PLUCKY BALLOONIST. 


How a Woman Avertoa a Panic 


Among 26,000 Sightseers. 


Writing of the adventurous career of 
the balloonist, Cleveland Moffat tells 
In the March St. Nicholas of a daring 
deed performed by "Madame" Carlotta 
Myers, wife of the noted balloonist 
"Prof." Carl Myers of Frankfort, N. 
Y.Some dozen years ago, at Ottawa, she 
mu.de an ascension never forgotten by 
the people of that city. It was a gala 
occasion In honor of Queen Victoria's 
gift of the Crystal Palace to her loyal 
subjects, and Canada had rarely seen 
such a withering; Twenty-five thou- 
sand people, as was estimated, were 
packed inside the exposition grounds to 
see the famous aeronaut rise to the 
clouds. And there at the appointed 
time stood Carlotta on a raised plat- 
form, with the multitude about her, 
waiting for the balloon. She wore a 
short skirt over a gymnasium sujt, and 
made an attractive picture with her 
flue figure and golden-bronze hair. So 
thought various city dignitaries, who 
chatted with her admiringly while the 
crowd surged about them. 
Meantime Prof. Myers was anxiously 
watching the manoeuvers of some In- 
' dlans hired by a committee to tow the 
I balloon from gas-works two miles dis- 
tant, where it had been filled. This 
judgment, for the Rldeau river, flowing 
by the grounds, offeml an obstacle that 


, could be overcome only by the help of 
i canoes and tow-lines; and te paddle a 
big balloon acrosH a river, a fresh- 
filled, hard-tugging balloon, Is not a 
thing to be undertaken lightly. And In 
spite of all their skill these Indians 
' found themselves presently lifted Into 
j the air, canoes and all (oh, they were 
I badly frightened Indians!), not quite 
] clear of the water, but high enough to 
make It doubtful If they would ever 
reach shore,' and highly Interesting to 
the crowd which pressed down the 
river, even Into the river, in well-meant 
efforts to help, and dragged the balloon 
up the bank-and along towards the 
platform with such eagerness that they 
tore great rents In It that let out the 
gas In volumes. 


In an instant1, as happens in crowds, 
the balloon became the center of u 
struggling mass of people, who slowly 
pressed In from all sides to see what 
the matter, was. Now when twenty- 
five thousand people are air pressing 
slowly towards one point, It Is apt to 
fare HI' with ^hoxe at that point; and 
then, had not Carlotta acted on a flash 
of Inspiration, theie would suiely have 
been dlsaste) in that merciless ciush. 
She looked oyer the shouting, swaying 
multitude, and In a second saw the 
danger,—sttw,,women held helpless and 
fainting in that' Jam of bodies; saw 


one way, and only one, to save the sit- 
uation, and took that way. Stepping' 
oft the platform, she ran lightly and 
swiftly 
over heads and 
shoulders, 


packed solid, and came to the balloon. 
Such was the people's fright that they 
scarcely felt her pass. 


"you can't BO up," cried her hus- 
band; "the balloon Is a wreck." 


"I must go up." she answered; "if I 


don't these people will be crushed to 
death." 


"There's a hole In her big enough to 
drive a team through," he protested; 
but already she was In the basket, and 
a t-heer arose, 
: ' ' 
"It's bctler to rlrik one life than 
many," she answered 
with 
decision 


and turning to the crowd, motioned 
them to loose the car. In their won- 
der the mad multitude forgot their fear 
and the struggling quieted. All eyes 
were now on the balloon; one woman's 
courage had quelled the panic. The 
danger to the crowd was past, to the 
woman Just beginning. 


"Walt a moment," shouted Professor 
Meyers; "you must have more ballast." 
But In the din of voices she misunder- 
stood him and cast out a bag of ballast. 
And with a great heave and a flapping 
of Its torn sides.,..the balloon wrenched 
Itself free and shot upward, a crlpplu 
Bearing with Its last strength. Up and 
up It went, higher as the small store- 
ot gas expanded. That tattered bal- 
loon, with Its seams gaping open, raised 
Itself somehow two miles over the city 
of Ottawa, and then almost Immediate- 
ly began to fall. The gas stayed In 
just long enough to lift the broken bag 
and then left It to dash downward. 
Professor 
Myers heartsick on 
the 


ground, turned his eyea away, sure 
that he had seen his wife for the last 
time alive. 
But Carlotta was of no such mind. 
She had saved the crowd, now she 
would save herself; and even as the . 
balloon dropped with frightful speed, 
she put her plan in action. Swinging 
herself up on the netting, she caught 
the flapping silk above a long tear, 
and drew It down with all herwelght 
until It reached the car. Instantly tho 
air rushed In underneath, and bellied 
out the fabric Into a great umbrella, 
a parachute Improvised from a ripped 
balloon. Now they were slowing up: 
they had put the brakes on, and now 
they were soaring easily, drifting with 
the wind. Carlotta drew a long breath 
of relief and looked down.' They were 
still a mile above ground. She had the 
runaway In hand, but where should 
she land him? Most aeronauts would 
have been thankful enough to get down 
alive anywhere: she proposed to. do a 
feat of steering as well. No doubt 
there was some gas In the upper part of 
the bag to help her, but in the main she 
was guiding a parachute; and she 
guided It so skilfully by tipping the 
foot-board forward or back, to left or 
right, that she landed finally 
In a 


clump of evergreen trees. Home fifteen 
miles from Ottawa, that she had se- 
lected as the very place she proposed 
to land. And great wero the rejoicings 
when It was known that she had come 
to no harm.
